As apring glides gentlv Into the arms of
summer, weset aslde its parting day to
crown with flowers the graves of our glori.
oun dead. Year after vear, ] see great gaps
in ‘the ranks of the Grand Army Posts,
which keep sacred this holy celebration,
On Thursday, the President of the United
States was to review the troops in Brook-
lyn. The fact of his presence seomed to In-
spire the old soldiers, for he was & soldler
blmeelf, and bundreds of old men who
could scarcely walk, donned the Post uni-
form, and proudly pinned the faded Grand
Army badge upon their brensts, and with
Ialtering steps marched over the route of
many wiles as proudly and as cheerfully as
when they answered iheir country’s eall
twanly-iine years ago, and went oul to do
battle for the Union. The day opened
gloomily, a cold. wind swept through the
streets, and the heavy clouds bung Lhreat-
wlnily over the 'city, giviog evil promise
for the day, shurp flurries of rain seemed
to add Lo the discomfort, but these unto-
ward eévonts made no impression on the
veterans,  Here and thore was some dandy
drum-mujor, resplendent ln gold lace and
brilllany in gorgeous color, whogshrunk ap-
palled from the chilly blast and the searcli-
rain; bat the tough old soldiers, wio had
trnmped Lhrough the swamps of the Chick-
ahowiony or murchied with Sherman from
Atlanta to  the sea, kept on, despite the
wind or raln, and stralghtened up with the
old time elan as they passed the reviowlng
stand whiere the Pesident sat, and thes
Awung their caps and gave a suceesslon of
ringing choers, while the band struck up
that stirring old army tane “*When Jobnn:
comes Marching Home." But, however
threatening the early part of the das, their
fears were all dissipated before high noon;
the rain vanished, the wir giew wartser, a
thin fleece of clouds tempered the Leat of
the sun and made warching a delightful
exercise, The reyiew passed off splendid-
Iy, aod In the atternoon thensands went to
Greenwood to schuer flowers over the
gtaves of our departed horoes.  There are
muny graves in that beautiful necropolis of
those who fought under the stars and bars,
and who died far away from their southern
homes, Bus they were not forgotten on
Decoration Day. Swest minlsterlng angels
whose latlivrs, pons, husbands and broth-
orn, fell on Southurn battlefields, fighting
for the stars and stripes, did all thelr soutl
er mothers, wives, daughtors or sweot-
bearts would do o honor the graves of
their dead.

1L was  his
custlom once & year, LW sond the villinge pas
tor & frudk cake oy the vecasion of kis don
visit.  The cake was alwa s wade b Mis.
Johuson, but the waterlals—the fluur, 1he
raiging, the curranis, e, —were proyvided
by Mr. Jolinson. When hin accounts wene
examined lust year, |t was found that one-
half the cost of all the cakes—elghteen in
number covering o period of elghtesn years
—waa charged 1o Mra Johuson, and be
bad made ber no wllowance for the wakiug,
Bome of the charges hioweyer, almost ox-
csed belief, Mrs. Johnsow was taken with
crawps one morndng, sl wanted some par-
egoric. Mr. Johuson went o the drug
store for 11, which was over a mile away.
The cost of the paregoric was five oents,
and Mr. Johson charged ber thres dallars
for this time, golug and coming, Mr Johin-
son's Ume sppears to bave had & specific
cash value, Ope day hirs. Johinson thought
she would like w go vo Coney Leland, aud
sho waked Alr.

the count of Carbon, Pennsylvania, that
onl TUESDAY., the EIGHTEENTH duv of
